The Ministry of Health is only

of milk sanitation in Israel and 
shares the just concern of Dr. 
J. W. To remedy the present 
situation, a project to pasteur- 
ize and bottle milk, sponsored 
and financed by UNICEF, is to 
be put into effect in the near 
future. The first region to bene- 
fit from the plan is the area of 
Tel Aviv, with the rest of the 
country coming in at later 
stages. 

In addition, the Ministry of 
Health is organizing a milk 
quality grading scheme with a 
system of bonuses and penalties. 
Münk producers and dairies are 
cooperating actively towards the 
advanrment of this scheme; m 
fact, Tnuva has already started 
the testing and grading phase on 
its own initiative. 

The Ministry of Health has 
recently organized a small but 
well-trained staff of dairy in- 
spectors who are gradually over- 
coming the lethargy to sanitation 
which has existed for so long in 
the dairy industry.
